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REPORT OP SELECTMEN 



During the year there have been several times when the 
danger from spreading of contagious diseases has made it 
necessary to provide a temporary isolation hospital. Caven- 
dish House was very thoughtfully placed at the disposal of 
the Board of Health when the community was threatened with 
infantile paralysis. A little later the small house near the 
Proctor Inn was obtained to care for scarlet fever and diph- 
theria and recently the house near the high school has been 
secured to care for new cases of scarlet fever. The town 
at previous town meetings voted money with which to build 
an up-to-date isolation hospital but this is not now 
necessary since the Vermont Marble Company has ar- 
ranged to provide soon a thoroughly up-to-date isolation hos- 
pital near and in connection with the Proctor Hospital, to 
which the town Board of Health can have the privilege of 
sending for care such contagious diseases as it seems advisa- 
ble to send there and on the payment of a reasonable fee for 
their care. This arrangement will be a great relief to the 
Health Officer and provide better care and oversight and 
isolation facilities than are possible at present. 

The new bridge is completed at an expense of over 
$36,000, which amount was so generously provided for and 
paid. The only expense to the town in this connection has 
been the building of the approaches at a cost of less than a 
thousand dollars in addition to the damage paid Mr. Warner 
last year.
